Tesserae with numbered reverses and obverses dealing with popular subjects as well as copulation or imperial portraits are rare, 
because they are limited in time and scope. The patriotic obverses begin in AD 10 with the celebration of fifty years of Augustus’ 
marriage to Livia; continue with his seventy-fifth birthday, with legend FEL(iciter punning on felix lucky, and »happy birthday”), 
and his death and consecration, take in the augurate of Tiberius, 14/15(2), and end with the military glories of Germanicus and 
the birth of Drusus Minor’s twin sons in 19, Buttrey pl. 4, 1 with portrait of Augustus at twenty-three), 11, 5, 9, 10, 16, 17 and 19. 
Die linked with these are the erotic pieces which obviously rise and fall with them, in two groups, the first with obverse border 
linear, the second with one of dots. They evidently emanated from a private manufactory reflecting popular tastes of the time, sex, 
gambling, racing and patriotic subjects, for which see Ovid, Amores 1.5 and D’Or and Matino, Pompii, the erotic secrets (1988) 
with pl. 3 fresco showing our scene, from the city brothel. . ; 

They cease at the time when Tiberius began to impose his public program of purity, austerity and mores maiorum, ca, 20, and when 
little pornographic pictures from the /upunar with a gambling value in asses on the back were too dangerous to display. They have 
been miscalled, too, in modern times, for spintriae are people, not things, while the fesserae nummariae ot Suetonius are nothing more 
than the common quadrantes of Augustus and Claudius, just as the lasciva numismata, i. e. frivolous coins, of Martial are those of 
Domitian with circus and triumphal references. Our tessera celebrates love, just as others celebrate the imperial family, because 


Venus, like the Julio-Claudian dynasty, was seen as inherently Felix, fortunate.

Of all the incidents surrounding the death of Nero (6 June), one of the most bizarre must be the dispatch of the rich, thieving and 
beautiful Calvia Crispinella, minder of Nero’s transvestite eunuch lover, Sporus, to Africa to deal with the commander of /egio II 
Augusta in Numidia, who was beginning to play a lone piratical hand and soon to raise another legion, /egio I Macriana and gain 
control of Carthage, one of the empire’s key strategic cities. The extraordinary career of Clodius Macer and his remarkable coinage 
have been exhaustively studied by the excellent die study of Hewitt, op. cit. and A. Kunisz, L’insurrection de Clodius Macer en 
Afrique du nord en 68 de notre ére, Polska Akademia Nuak, 1994. 

The presence of S C on his coins suggests a pro-senatorial motivation against Nero’s autocracy rather than a bid to be imperator. 
The pattern of die-links indicates to one officina producing seven groups of reverses in succession, ending with the portrait / 
flagship issue, the reverse of which commemorates the centenary Mark Antony’s fleet coinage of 32 BC, in a last bid for 
recognition after the Senate’s nomination of Galba as imperator in July 68. The realistic obverse portrait of a propraetor is the 
continuation of the privilege enjoyed by several governors of Africa Proconsularis during the reign of Augustus and Tiberius, cf.

The letters RSR were until now believed to be either a mint mark or an abbreviated form of the title of the Chief finance officer. 
It is now thought, thanks to a soon to be published article by Guy de la Bédoyére in the NC, to be a short hand version of a Virgil 
quote "Redenut Saturnia Regna, i. e. The Saturnian Kingdom returns" or the return of the Golden Age. Similar groups of letters 
on the three known medallions show a short hand version of part of the same stanza. As these quotes from Virgil may have been 
part of a Victory panegyric for either Carausius’s seizure of power in late 286 or his later defeat of Maximian in 289, it would seem 
that the coins and medallions referring to the Virgil stanzas could be part of the donation given at that time to Carausius’s 


victorious troops, whilst the speeches were fresh in their minds.

The portrait of the gallant but pushy Gratian, closely linked with others extending well into the succeeding reign of Maximus, puts 
this distribution piece to the last quinquennium of the reign. Since Gratian in his last years was making a nuisance of himself to 
the senatorial nobility at Rome, there are only the accession of Theodosius, 279, and a fifth consulship, 280, to be considered for 
celebration with a J/argitio, with the latter more likely since Gratian disliked his older colleague in power and Valentine IH counted 
for nothing. Officina C (Comitatensis) preceded S (Secunda) an T (Tertia) but seems to confer no especial rank, whereas the 
resumption of the diadem at this time may indicate stated superiority over Theodosius as it certainly seems to do for Maximus at 
London in 385.

The ,,St. Patrick“ coins were struck at the Tower mint (London) between 1641 and August 1642 to pay Catholic royalist troops 
fighting Cromwell’s Protestant forces in the Ulster Rebellion. After the execution of Charles I and the suppression of everything 
Catholic these coins quickly disappeared from circulation as their possession might be evidence of sedition or treason. After the 
restoration of Charles H in 1660 the coins reappeared in Catholic Ireland and the Isle of Man. 

Mark Newbie (or Newby), a quaker, left Dublin for America in 1681. He brought along a cask containing 14.400 coppers, 
correctly guessing that small change would be needed in the colonies. The coinage was made legal tender by the General 
Assembly of New Jersey in May 1682. The brass insert found usually over the crown on the obverse was an anti-counterfeiting 
measure.
